One night, 20 years ago, I sat In an 


army carap In Cuba during the Santi- 
ago campaign, listening to a discussion 
of war weapons. That day some 2.000 
men had been killed or wounded in a 
three hoars* battle, which involved all 
of Shatter's army corps'at San Juan 
h!H and at El Caney. The matter which 
created the most comment was the 
very small per cent of mortalities In 
the casualty list The wounded would 
nearly all recover, and. except feere 
and there, without permanent injury. 
Two American staff officers were dis- 
cussing it and praising the Mauser 
rifie, which the Spaniards were us- 
ing.
